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No Conspiracy Detected 


Washington (AP) - The Senate in- 


telligence committee said Wednesday the 
CIA and FBI failed to provide the Warren 
Commission with evidence that "might 
have substantially affected the course of 
the investigation" into whether there was 
a conspiracy to kill President John F. 
Kennedy. 


The committee stressed that "it has not 


uncovered any evidence sufficient to 
justify a conclusion that there was a con- 
spiracy to assassinate President 
"Kennedy." 


But the panel said that failure of the 


CIA and FBI to pursue the possibility of a 
conspiracy behind the assassination 
."impeaches the process" which led the 
Warren Commission to conclude that Lee 
Harvey Oswald acted alone. 


The committee outliend these leads 


which it said were never adequately in- 
vestigated: 


-The possibility that Cuba's Fidel 


Castro ordered Kennedy's assassination 
in retaliation for a CIA plot against his 
life that was in progress at the time of the 
Nov. 22,1963, slaying in Dallas; 


—A report that on the evening of the 


day Kennedy was killed a Cubana airlines 
flight from Mexico City to Cuba was 
delayed five hours awaiting the arrival of 
an unidentified passenger who boarded 
the plane without passing through 
customs; 


—The "strange travel" of "a Cuban- 


American" who an FBI informant 
claimed was involved in the Kennedy 


assassination and who may have been in 
indirect contact with Oswald. 


Sen. Richard Schweiker, R-Pa., who 


headed the committee's investigation, 
said other "interesting leads" had been 
left out of the 106-page report in order not 
to jeopardize further investigation. 


Schweiker accused the CIA and FBI of 


"a cover-up" and said "there is no longer 
any reason to have faith hi the Warren 
Commission's picture of the Kennedy 
assassination." But committee chairman 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, said that 
"whether there was a conscious cover-up 
or has not yet been determined" and 
added that he is not yet prepared to call 
for a full-scale reopening of the assassina- 
tion investigation. 


Sen. Gary Hart, D-Colo., the other 


member of the two-man subcommittee 
that investigated the assassination, later 
disputed Schweiker's use of the word 
"cover-up." 


"I would not use the description 'cover- 


up,'" Hart said. "It suggests a plan, a 
collusion ... The phrase takes on a con- 
spiratorial ring that didn't really exist 
here." 


Hart said CIA officials did not want the 


public — or possibly even the President 
— to know that there had been efforts to 
assassinate Castro. The FBI was primari- 
ly interested in protecting its own image, 
Hart added. 


The report said it did not know why 


"senior official in the Cla and FBI per- 
mitted the Warren Commission to reach 


its conclusions without all relevant infor- 
mation" but added that "the possibility 
exists that senior officials in both agen- 
cies made conscious decisions not to dis- 
close potentially important information." 


Noting the controversy which has sur- 


rounded the Kennedy assassination for 
more than 12 years, the committee said 
"regerttably, this report will not put the 
matter to rest." The panel recommended 
that the investigation be continued by the 
new, permanent Senate intelligence com- 
mittee. The assassination report was the 
last work of a temporary, special in- 
telligence committee which has now gone 
out of existence. 


The report said that senior government 


officials "wanted the investigation com- 
pleted promptly and all conspiracy 
rumors dispelled." According to the 
report, within 14 hours of Kennedy's 
death, the FBI had narrowed the focus of 
its investigation to Oswald alone and 
within weeks issued a report concluding 
that Oswald was the sole assassin. 


FBI director J. Edgar Hoover 


"perceived the Warren Commission as an 
adversary" which might criticize the 
bureau's monitoring of Oswald's ac- 
tivities before the assassination and its in- 
vestigation of the killing itself, the report 
said. 


Hoover concealed from the commission 


the fact that 17 FBI agents had been dis- 
ciplined for their failure to recognize 
Oswald as a security threat. The commis- 
sion also was never told about the FBI's 


destruction of a threatening note which 
Oswald had delivered to bureau offices in 
Dallas several days before the Kennedy 
killing. 


Angered by the commission's criticism 


of the FBI's performance, Hoover on two 
occasions "asked for all derogatory 
material on Warren Commission 
members and staff contained in the FBI 
files," •according to the report. 


The report strongly criticized the CIA 


for failing to inform the commission of 
the potential significance of a 1963 plot in- 
volving an undercover agent, code-named 
AM-LASH, in a plot to kill Castro. 


According to the report, CIA agents 


were in direct contact with AM-LASH 


• and one senior agency official told him in 
October, 1963, that he .was the personal 
representative of the President's brother, 
then Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy. 


The report noted that "various reports 


received by the CIA during the fall of 1963 
contained information which should have 
raised questions about the operation's 
security," including a suggestion that 
AM-LASH was a double agent keeping 
Castro informed of the plot. On Nov. 22, 
1963, a CIA agent met with AM-LASH to 
give him a poison pen device. 


"In hindsight, the AM-LASH operation 


seems very relevant to the investigation 
of President Kennedy's assassination," 
the report said. "It is difficult to unders- 
tand why those aware of the operation 
did not think it relevant."

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - Two New 


Jersey Teamsters bosses, both linked to 
organized crime and the investigation of 
Jimmy Hoffa's disappearance, nave been 
indicted on charges they helped kidnap 
and kill another Teamsters official in 
1961, the FBI announced Wednesday. 


Anthony "Tony Pro" Proventano, 59, 


secretary treasurer of Local 560 in Union 
City, N.J., and Salvatore Briguglio, 46, 
the business agent for the 13,000*nember 
local of tne Teamsters Union, were, 
charged along with two other men in the 
murder of Anthony "Three Fingers 
Brown" CasteUito.

Local 560 when he disappeared. 


The arrests Wednesday woe based on 


an indictment returned by a federal grand 
jury in New York, charging the four 
men with violating federal kidnaping and 
conspiracy statutes. The indictment was 
returned Tuesday and sealed antil just 
before the FBI announcement 
llie other two defendants are GeorgeJ. 


Vangelakos of Jersey City and Harold 
"Kayo" Konigsberg, now serving a 44- 
year sentence for extortion at the Clinton 
Correctional Facility in Danamora, N.Y. 


A separate indictment in Ulster Coun- 


ty, N.Y., charged Briguglio and 
Konigsberg with murder and Provenzano 
with conspiracy to commit the murder of 
Castellito. 


CasteUito, whose body has not been 


found, attended a union meeting in Union 
City, N.Y., drank a cup of coffee in a cafe 
across the street, drove off in his brown 
Cadillac and vanished.

He turned to a television ar- 
tist, who was sketching him, and said, "If 
I approve it, I'll autograph it." 


In 1961, Provenzano was president of 


the local, but was stripped of the title 
when he was sent to prison for extortion 
two years later. 


He served four years at the Lewisburg 


penitentiary in Pennsylvania, while Hof- 
fa was serving a 13-year sentence there 
for jury tampering and mail fraud.

— meaning a Monday holiday.

day, June 28. And, the law provides that 
firecrackers can only be sold and used 
from 8 a.m. until 11 p.m. from June 28 
through July 3.

really celebrate. Fireworks can be shot 
off until midnight. 


Well, not all fireworks. 
The only types of fireworks permitted 


within the city limits are sparklers, 
Vesuvius fountains (has anyone ever seen 
one?), spray fountains, torches, color fire 
cones, star and comet type aerial shells 
without explosive charges for noise and 
lady fingers which aren't longer than 
seven-eights of an inch, with less than 
one-half gram of explosive.

fireworks. We get lots of complaints." 


So, he said, police will be ticketing 


anyone who illegally throws fireworks at 
vehicles, onto a sidewalk, in or at a 
building or at people. 


Although Americans have been 


watching their money go up in smoke 
even' Fourth of July for years, anyone 
caught illegally selling or shooting 
fireworks will have to fork over some 
more money. This time to Muncipal 
Court. 


Selling illegal fireworks carries a fine of 


not less than $100 or by imprisonment of 
not less than 10 days. 


Anyone ticketed for shooting off illegal 


fireworks or tossing one at a passing car, 
person or building can be fined $25 or 
more. That's the law, folks.

opposition — CHCA would receive $!»,- 
000 to use in planning an HMO for the 
area. 


Prior to the SeNHPC vote, the

Agency board — the group that will soon 
succeed the SeNHPC board—voted 10 to 
seven with one abstention against the 
HMO grant request 


The SeNHSA vole was considered only 


as an advisory decision, since the HMO 
project is being reviewed by the 
SeNHPC.

Castellito, whose body has not been 
found, attended a union meeting in Union 
City, N.Y., drank a cup of coffee in a cafe 
across the street, drove off in his brown 
Cadillac and vanished 
The indictments charged the defen­ 
dants, along with two unindicted 
coconspirators, agreed to lure Castellito 
from Lodi, N.J., to his farm in 
Kerhonksun, N.Y., for the murder 
One of the unmdieted coconspirators 
reportedly is a government witness, iden­ 
tified only as Salvatore Sinno. The other, 
Edward Skowron, has been dead for 
several years. 
While Bnguglio and Königsberg were 
killing Castellito, Vangeiakos dug a grave, 
according to the indictment But the 
plans changed and the body was taken 
back to New Jersey for disposal, it said 
The federal indictment charged 
Provenzano paid $10,000 to Königsberg 
for the murder. It also alleged that as a 
reward for his part in the scheme, 
Bnguglio was appointed the local's 
business agent by Provenzano.

He served four years at the Lewisburg 
Penitentiary in Pennsylvania, while Hof­ 
fa was serving a 13-year sentence there 
for jury tampering and mail fraud. 
Provenzano reportedly opposed Hoffa's 
bid to regain the national presidency of 
the Teamsters. He also reportedly had 


violent arguments with Hoffa over his 
loss of pension benefits 
Hoffa has been missing since July 30, 
1975. His body has not been recovered, 
and no one has been charged in connec­ 
tion with the case 
Before he disappeared. Hoffa told his 
wife he planned to meet Provenzano and 
reputed mobster Anthony Giacalone at a 
restaurant outside of Detroit. 
Both Provenzano and Giacalone have 
denied any involvement in Hoffa s dis­ 
appearance. 
Brigugho, described as Provenzano s 
right hand man and an organized crime 
figure by federal law enforcement of­ 
ficials, was one of several Local 560 of­ 
ficials called before a federal grand jury 
in Detroit probing the Hoffa dis­ 
appearance. 
Hi* lawyer said Brigugho dahned to 
answer questions, pleading the Fifth 
Amendment. Bngugbo also has denied 
involvement in the Hoffa case. 
Last December, Provenzano was in­ 
dicted by a federal grand jury in New 
York on charges he conspired with two 
other men to kick back money from a 
Teamsters Union pension fund loan to a 
union official.

Lmcolnites also can get ticketed if they 
sell or shoot off fireworks before Mon­ 
day. June 28. And. the law provides that 
firecrackers can only be sold and used 
from 8am until 11 p.m. from June 28 
through July 3. 
But, on the Fourth, Lincolmtes can 
really celebrate. Fireworks can be shot 
off until midnight. 
Well, not all fireworks 
The only types of fireworks permitted 


within the city limits are sparklers, 
Vesuvius fountains (has anyone ever seen 
one0), spray fountains, torches, color fire 
cones, star and comet type aerial shells 
without explosive charges for noise and 
lady fingers which aren t longer than 
seven-eights of an inch, with less than 
one-half gram of explosive 
Leitner said. We have trouble every 
year with the reckless use of legal 
fireworks We get lots of complaints ” 
So. he said, police will be ticketing 
anyone who illegally throws fireworks at 
vehicles, onto a sidewalk, in or at a 
building or at people. 
Although Americans have been

HMO Fails To Gain 
Health Unit's Support

The Southeast Nebraska Health Plan­ 
ning Council (SeNHPO board of direc­ 
tors has again registered its opposition to 
the establishment of a Health 
Maintenance Organization <HMO) m Lin­

By a vote of 11 to 10 with one absten­ 
tion. the board Thursday night turned 
down a SeNHPC task force report which 
recommended approval of a request for 
federal money that would subsidize the 
planning stages of an HMO 
In a similar vote taken last September, 
the SeNHPC board rejected an HMO 
grant request 11 to three with five absten­ 
tions 
An HMO, a prepaid medical insurance 
plan, offers an alternative to conventional 
health insurance 
Enrollees in an HMO pay a monthly fee 
which entitles than to receive care from 
doctors and nurses contracting with the 
HMO. 
The grant request acted on by the 
SeNHPC board lias been submitted to the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare iHEWi by the Community 
Health Care Association (CHCA), a local, 
consumer-based organization. 
Should HEW approve the request — 
which it may do, despite SeNHPC board 
opposition — CHCA would receive $125,- 
000 to use in planning an HMO for the 
area 
Prior to the SeNHPC vote, the 
Southeast Nebraska Health Systems 
Agency board — the group that will soon 
succeed the SeNHPC board - voted 10 to 
seven with one abstention against the 
HMO grant request. 
The SeNHSA vote was considered only 


as an advisory decision, since the HMO 
project is being reviewed by the 
SeNHPC. 
Prior to the agencies’ votes, ap­ 
proximately 20 people — both board 
members and outside observers — com­ 
mented on the grant request 
Following the SeNHPC vote. Don 
Nielsen — SeNHPC and SeNHSA board 
memoer. and president of CHCA — said 
the CHCA would not withdraw the 
application from HEW 
Nielsen cited the application s 
technical correctness and support for the 
project by other state health planning 
agencies a* reasons for following the 
application through 
"I’m very disturbed and disgusted, and

BODENMAIS, Germany (AP) 


— Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger underscored U.S. sup- 
port for black majority rule 
throughout southern Africa in 
talks Wednesday with Prime 
Minister John Vorster of South 
Africa. 


Returning afterward to his 


hotel 30 miles from here in the 
Bavarian village of Grafenau, 
Kissinger described the four- 
hour meeting as "very, very 
businesslike and constructive."

Ag Department: Soviet Grain 
Sales Could Increase Prices

Washington — An Agriculture Department 


prediction of sizable grain purchases by the Soviet 
Union this year raises the prospect of another in- 
crease in U.S. food prices, according to analysts 
here. 


Studies done after large Soviet purchases last 


year suggest that further buying now could add a 
few tenths of 1% to the cost of living index and 
possibly even reduce economic growth. 


The department estimated Tuesday that the 


Soviet grain crop (his year will be about 190 
million metric tons, compared to a goal of 205 
million and consumption needs of around 200 
million. The estimate, which the department 
hedged by pointing out that weather during com- 
ing weeks will determine the actual harvest, was 
based on weather and other conditions reported 
up to Monday. 
• 


Winter grains planted last autumn and now 


beginning to be harvested look as bad as 1972 and 
1975, years when Moscow made massive 
purchases of U.S. grain. The winter crop is now 
estimated at 44 million tons instead of the 60- 
million-ton target. But conditions for grain 
planted-this spring for late summer harvest look 
fairly good in most areas — better than last year. 


Crop To Rebuild Stocks 


The department's Soviet Union task force 


currently expects the wheat crop to be about 75 
million tons, up from 66 million last year. This 
"would probably mean a continued high level of 
wheat-imports in the 1976-77 season, perhaps 
about equal to the l(knillion-ton 1975-76 level, if, 
as seems likely, some of the domestic crop is to 
be used to rebuild domestic stocks." 


But imports of corn and other coarse grains 


could be significantly less than last year's 16 
million tons, the report said. 


The Soviet Union already has contracted for 


delivery of 3 million tons of grain from Canada 
and Australia in the 1976-77 season, and under an 
agreement made last October it is committed to 
buy at least 6 million from the United States. The 
agreement, made at American insistence to try to 
stabilize Soviet grain buying here, provides for up 
to 8 million tons without special U.S. government 
permission. 


In the first consultative session under this 


agreement, Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard E. Bell told Soviet officials here last 
month that favorable U.S. crop conditions made 
it look probable that Moscow would be allowed to 
buy more than 8 million tons if it wanted. 


The Soviet officials did not commit 


themselves. In 1972 and 1975 they knew by early 
July that they would need large-scale imports and 
began buying then. Within the next few weeks 
they probably will decide whether to go over the 8 
million tons already agreed upon. 


Concern Voiced In Capital 


Some voices of concern already have been 


heard on Capitol Hill about the domestic price 
impact of more Soviet buying. 


The Agriculture Department estimated last 


August that at that time an increase of 10 million 
tons in foreign grain sales would add about 1.5% 
to the food component of the consumer price in- 
dex, or 0.4% to the overall index. The Federal 
REserve Bank estimated a 2% food rise. 


A study issued two months ago by the 


Congressional Budget Office calculated that a 10- 
million-ton increase in U.S. grain exports would 
add between 0.2 and 0.3% to the consumer price 
index after one year and'the same again after two.

Ag Department: Soviet Grain 
Sales Could Increase Prices

Washington — An Agriculture Department 
prediction of sizable grain purchases by the Soviet 
Union this year raises the prospect of another in­ 
crease in U.S. food prices, according to analysts 
here. 
Studies done after large Soviet purchases last 
year suggest that further buying now could add a 
few tenths of 1% to the cost of living index and 
possibly even reduce economic growth. 
The department estimated Tuesday that the 
Soviet gram crop this year wall be about 190 
million metric tons, compared to a goal of 205 
million and consumption needs of around 200 
million. The estimate, which the department 
hedged by pointing out that weather dunng com­ 
ing weeks will determine the actual harvest, was 
based on weather and other conditions reported 
up to Monday. 
• 
Winter grams planted last autumn and now 
beginning to be harvested look as bad as 1972 and 
1975, years when Moscow made massive 
purchases of U.S. gram The winter crop is now 
estimated at 44 
million tons instead of the 60- 
million-ton target. But conditions for gram 
planted this spring for late summer harvest look 
fairly good in most areas — better than last year. 
Crop To Rebuild Stocks 
The department s Soviet Union task force 
currently expects the wheat crop to be about 75 
million tons, up from 66 million last year. This 
"would probably mean a continued high level of 
wheat imports in the 1976-77 season, perhaps 
about equal to the 10-million-ton 1975-76 level, if, 
as seems likely, some of the domestic crop is to 
be used to rebuild domestic stocks.’’ 
But imports of corn and other coarse grains 


could be significantly less than last year's 16 
million tons, the report said. 
The Soviet Union already has contracted for 
delivery of 3 million tons of grain from Canada 
and Australia in the 1976-77 season, and under an 
agreement made last October it is committed to 
buy at least 6 million from the United States The 
agreement, made at American insistence to try to 
stabilize Soviet grain buying here, provides for up 
to 8 million tons without special U.S. government 
permission. 
In the first consultative session under this 
agreement, Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Richard E. Bell told Soviet officials here last 
month that favorable U S crop conditions made 
it look probable that Moscow would be allowed to 
buy more than 8 million tons if it wanted 
The Soviet officials did not commit 
themselves In 1972 and 1975 they knew by early 
July that they would need large-scale imports and 
began buying then. Within the next few weeks 
they probably will decide whether to go over the 8 
million tons already agreed upon 
Concern Yoked In Capital 
Some voices of concern already have been 
heard on Capitol Hill about the domestic price 
unpact of more Soviet buying. 
The Agriculture Department estimated last 
August that at that time an increase of 10 million 
tons in foreign gram sales would add about 1.57s 
to the food component of the consumer price in­ 
dex, or 0 4 c to the overall index. The Federal 
REserve Bank estimated a 2% food rise. 
A study issued two months ago by the 
Congressional Budget Office calculated that a 10- 
miliion-ton increase in U.S. grain exports would

'/.one Ranger' Diplomacy 


New York (UPI) - Accusing the Nixon and 


Ford administrations of "Lone Ranger" 
diplomacy, Jimmy Carter said Wednesday the 
United States must pursue a foreign policy keyed 
on morality, openness and cooperation with other 
democracies. 


The apparent Democratic 
presidential 


nominee said the United States should not in- 
terfere in the internal affairs of other nations. He 
called for a halt to the arms flow into developing 
nations such as Zaire and Kenya. 


Carter did not name Secretary of State Henry 


A. Kissinger in his speech to the Foreign Policy 
Association, but it was clear he had him and his 
personal diplomacy missions in mind. 


"We need to recognize that in recent years 


our Western European allies have been deeply 
concerned, and justly so, by our unilateral 
dealings with the Soviet Union," Carter said. 


"To the maximum extent possible, our 


dealings with the Communist powers should 
reflect the combined views of the democracies, 
and thereby avoid suspicions by our allies that we 
may be disregarding their interests." 


"Under the Nixon-Ford administration, there 


has evolved a kind of secretive 'Lone Ranger' 
foreign policy — a one-man policy of inter- 
national adventure," Carter said. 


"The time has come for us to seek a 


partnership between North America, Western 
Europe and Japan." 


The'former Georgia governor was in the se- 


cond day of a three-day trip to the Northeast. He 
held five closed $l,000-a-person receptions, aimed 
at raising up to $200,000 for Democratic National 
Convention costs and a campaign debt of $1.2 
million. 


In his speech, Carter said, "Our leadership 


ought not just be based on military might, 
economic power or political pressure. It ought to 
be based on the fact we are right, decent and treat 
oilier people fairly. 


"Our people have now learned the folly of 


our trying to inject our power into the internal af- 
fairs of other nations. It is time that our govern- 
ment learned that lesson too." 


Carter said democratic nations could benefit 


from "closer and more creative relations" in 
three areas: 


— Coordination among industrialized 


democracies to avoid repetition of the 1972-73 in- 
flation; reduction of trade barriers; renovation of 
the international monetary system, and promo- 
tion of "basic global standards of human rights." 


— Gradual reduction of U.S. ground forces in 


South Korea; a reduction of forces by both sides 
in Europe. 


— "Genuine north-south consultations" 


among industrial and developing nations, aid to 
countries in direst need through lowered trade 
barriers, increased capital assistance to Third 
World countries, and limits on the flow of arms 
into the developing world.

dangerous work and set up more 


rigid standards than presently 
used to reduce the risk of ac- 
cidents that could release 
dangerous organisms into the en- 
vironment.

Pasadena, Calif. (UPI) — The 


first close-up pictures of the area 
of Mars where Viking 1 will land 
showed sharp definition 
Wednesday of large craters, 
volcanic debris and channels ap- 
parently once carved by swiftly 
flowing streams.

he said. "We are more and more 
convinced there was a massive 
flow of water." 


Lee said the scientists who 


watched the transmission across 
the nearly 200 million miles to 
Earth throughout the" night were" 


a excited "as a bunch of 10 year 
olds." 


One colleague, he said, "broke 


the world's record for the 
number of 'wows' in any one 
hour." 


More pictures were taken 


snapped Wednesday in Viking's 
fourth pass over the site, Chryse, 
by Viking's twin cameras. They 
were lined up to photograph 
overlapping strips which can be 
viewed stereoptically for a three- 
dimensional effect. 


Analysis of the pictures was to 


continue for several days before 
a final commitment will be 
made on the site for the July 4th 
landing.

House Democrats Approve Package Of Changes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
House 


Democrats approved a package of payroll 
and expense account reforms Wednesday 
night that members openly called essential 
to keep the current sex scandal and other 
alleged abuses from hurting their re- 
election campaigns. 


s The overhaul, including monthly accoun- 
ting of every House employe's job, elimina- 
tion of some members' expense accounts 
.and public disclosure of others was ap- 
proved by voice vote. 


Nearly all efforts to tone down the 


reforms were rejected. Rep. Lloyd Meeds, 
D-Wash., a member of the'task force that 
drafted the reforms, told the Democrats 
bluntly: "If you say let's put off taking care 
of this until next January, the electorate 
will take care of us before that." 


But opponents contended that 


Democrats were creating a slush fund in 
the process and Rep. Dawson Mathis, D- 


Ga., accused them of "totalling overreac- 
ting and moving out of panic." 


Rep. Leo Ryan, D-Calif., told the 


Democrats there was no need to rush into 
the reforms because Rep. Wayne Hays' 
resignation as chairman of the House Ad- 
ministration Committee under charges that 
he put his mistress on the payroll has 
ended that issue. 


"When anybody says to me, 'Hello, Leo, 


how are you doing back there in 
Washington with all those girls,' I say, 
'Look, Wayne Hays resigned because we 
told him he had to and that took care of 
that,"-Ryan said. 


In the only- revision of task force 


recommendations, the Democrats 
eliminated by voice vote a proposal to have 
the speaker appoint all Democratic 
members of the Administration Committee 
in the future to take away the independent 
power they had under Hays. 


Efforts 'to knock out or revise a proposal 


to consolidate congressmen's 14 different 
expense accounts into four were all 
rejected. 


Rep. Frank Thompson Jr., D-N.J., who 


was elected by the House earlier 
Wednesday to succeed Hays as chairman, 
said he will hold a meeting of the Ad- 
ministration Committee Thursday to im- 
plement most of the revisions approved by 
the Democrats without any further House 
action. 


Two of the proposals will require full 


House action. One would take back to the 
House much of the power it turned over to 
Hays and the committee in 1971 to revise' 
member's allowances. 


The second would create a commission 


to study and recommend comprehensive 
House fund-accounting revisions by 
Dec. 31,1977.

BOSTON — Jimmy Carter was 


not Harvard University's 
favorite presidential candidate, 
but now that he has captured the 
Democratic Party, the Harvards 
are beginning to come round to 
his side, and a lot of people in 
this university community are 
waiting for the phone to nng. 


Carter, Reagan and even Ford 


may be running "against 
Washington" but a lot of young 
members of the university 
faculties around here still'want 
to go there. They know all about 
the triumphs and tragedies of 
Kissinger, Bundy, Rostow, 
McNamara, Schlesinger, 
Galbraith, Dunlap, Richardson 
and many others, but a new 
generation has come along .since 
Kennedy's days, and at least 
some of them are eager for work 


in a new administration. 


The Contrast between the men 


of the Roosevelt-Kennedy era 
and the Nixon-Ford eri it 
striking. Arthur Scblesuger Jr., 
who served Kennedy in the 
White House, and Kenneth 
Galbnilh, who WH Kennedy's 
ambassador to India, are less in- 
volved in Carter's campaign than 
in any election since the thlrtiei. 
But many of the younger faculty 
members at Harvard and 
elsewhere In this community 
want a chance at national service 
in Washington. 


They are not as excited by 


Carter as the Galbraith- 
Schlesmger generation was 
about Roosevelt, Stevenson and 
Kennedy, but they're not 
overwhelmed either by the 
tragedies of Vietnam and 


Watergate, and are looking to 
the future.

For almost a decade now, 


during the Nixon and Ford 
years, these young liberal faculty 
members have had no oppor- 
tunity for national service. Also, 
in this decade, many of them 
have married young professional 
women, who also long for 
responsible work at the center of 
national and international af- 
fairs. 


Accordingly, Carter has the 


same opportunity here to recruit 
talent as Roosevelt did in '32 and 
Kennedy did in '60, if he's in- 
terested. Roosevelt used Felix 
Frankfurter to put together his 
"brain trust" in 1932, and 
Kennedy appointed Archibald 
Cox to do the same in 1960. 


Carter has scarcely had time 


to think about this problem. 
Also, he has other people who 
can help him recruit a 
knowledgeable staff for the 
White House, if he's elected, on 
domestic and foreign affairs. For 
example, Dean Rusk, former 
secretary of state, at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia; William Friday, 
president of the University of 
North Carolina, who may be the 
most distinguished and 
experienced educator in the 
South and certainly one of the 
very best in the nation; Terry 
Sanford, former governor of 
North Carolina and now presi- 
dent of Duke University; and 
Alexander Kurd, president of 
Vanderbilt University.

But though Carter has proved

He confides in very 
few of them, and they have very 
little knowledge or contact with 
his potential supporters in the 
industrial or intellectual com- 
munities of the North and West

This could be a missed oppor- 


tunity. For in the eight years 
since the Democrats have been 
out of power, a quite different 
generation has grown up, not 
only in the North and South, but 
also in the Congress and in the 
bureaucracy of Washington. 


Carter may not believe It, tat 


many of these younger intellec- 
tuals around the universities in 
the Boston area are attracted by 
his optimism, and his belief that 


the problems of the modem age 
can be solved. The) have heard 
all the ghastly stories aboutjhe 
corruption of power~~io 
Washington, but still want to get 
involved in the national capital. 


If you speak to young men and 


women in their middle thirties 
around here who are established 
in the universities or in the fancy 
law firms about what they in- 
tend to do in the future many of 
them say they are waiting to see 
what happens in the election. 
Most of them are hostile to both 
Ford and Reagan and vaguely 
troubled by Carter but they are 
not cynical or indifferent to 
national service They are mere- 
ly hoping for a chance to show 
that a new generation is ready to 
serve.

Haldeman asked. "Maybe. I just don't 
know." 
7 But, he said, "the agency had the 
capacity and perhaps, unknown to me, the 
motivation" to destroy Nixon. 
. These curious apologies for Nixon and 
his accomplices continue ad nauseam. Like 
Curtis' "secret agent" theory, Haldeman's 
CIA conspiracy,^ refinement of the Curtis 
theory, is a futile attempt to deny what the 
crush of evidence tells the American peo- 


ple about the fall of Richard Nixon and 
those around him. 


Even if there had been a deliberate ef- 


fort on the part of the CIA or any other 
secret agency to embarrass Nixon, such a 
total job could not have been done without 
Nixon's help. The conspirators must have 
known that Nixon would have taken no 
alternative to lying and covering up, lying 
and covering up. If there was a plot to 
"get" and innocent Nixon, the plotters cer- 
tainly knew their man and the men around 
him. 


Parenthetically, it is illuminating and 


ironic in the face of all the recent right 
wing support for the secret agencies and 
opposition to investigations of same that 
someone of Haldeman's stormtrooper 
mentality would even suggest that the CIA 
could do such a thing. 


But it is not surprising that Haldeman 


is looking frantically, and anywhere, for a 
scapegoat. It is not in the style of that 
closed circle of power abusers to admit to 
anything except bad judgment. 


Years and years will pass and still we'll 


hear pathetic voices out of the past 
professing innocence and trying to place 
the blame elsewhere. 


Celebrated Gambling Case 


Principals involved in "one of the 


biggest illegal gambling operations in the 
nation" have been sentenced in Omaha and 
the penalties meted out after plea 
bargaining were on the order of mild 
rebukes when compared with the 
maximum the law calls for — and con- 
sidering the celebrated nature of the case. 


The "kingpin" of the Omaha booking 


operation was given 15 months in the 
federal slammer. He could have gone for 25 
years, although most "kingpins" do escape 
the longer sentences.

suspended jail terms and probation or 
small fines or both. We say small fines in 
the comparative sense because the defen- 
dants were known to handle handsome 
sums of money over a given weekend.

heavy or a prosecutor is in need of a convic- 
tion or the police or federal agents need 
something to do. Society wants to be able 
to say "enough is enough " 


But most of the time the bookies are 


left alone — and society wants it that way, 
too, because society likes to wager. 


It's part of what can be called laissez 


faire law enforcement, with the law step- 
ping in only now and then to keep everyone 
scared, if not honest. 


The best excuse given for keeping anti- 


gambling laws on the books is that they are 
said to discourage the encroachment of the 
sinister influence of the mob into such 
virgin areas as Nebraska. 


Perhaps it is worth it in that regard to 


keep laws on the books — to discourage 
"professional" illegal activities even if the 
laws are winked at most of the time and 
nonprofessional 
illegal activities are 


allowed to flourish, most of the time. 


One flung for certain can be said about 


such unpredictably applied societal sanc- 
tions: they may keep out the mob, but the 
process sure breeds contempt for the law.

Hilltops have always been 


special places for me ... first, 
because I was born and raised on 
a hilltop and second, the wind 
always found me there. 
. Below the hill sloping to the 
south was a meadowland cut by 
a slow-moving creek in a zig-zSg 
pattern running the full half- 
mile length of the farm. Along 
the creek grew clumps of 
willows and a cottonwool or 
two. 


But the time I want to 


remember most vividly of the 
big two-story house at the crest 
of the lull occurred on a Satur- 
day night in June. 


Saturday nights were reserved 


for going to town. Farm families 
would do the chores a bit earlier 
and hustle to town to get a 
parking place on main street. It 
was a night when neighbors 
visited about the week's 
happenings, the women traded 
eggs and butter for groceries and 
the kids licked ice-cream cones 
or if you had a beau, sipped a 
soda at the drug-store fountain. 


I was still licking ice-cream 


cones but I remember the night 
It was eleven o'clock before we 
returned home from town, a 
later-thaiHisual hour for us to 
climb the hill The evening was 
laden with June goodies in- 
cluding a fun silvery moon that 


lit up the entire countryside. We 
rumbled over the bridge below 
the hill and saw the big white 
house outlined on the hill above 
us. 


It was to bed in an upstairs 


room that my sister and I 
shared. Three big south windows 
looked out upon the bridge 
below.

Golf Course Rules 


Lincoln. Neb. 


The Lincoln junior golf course is still one of the two or three 


junior courses that exist today hi the United States The nine- 
hole, par 3 course was built primarily for use by youngsters, 
ages 16 and under, and was dedicated in June ot 196? The idea 
to build this course, unique in the Midwest and the United 
States, was conceived by W. Joyce Ayres a Lincoln 
businessman. 


The Junior "Golf Course and Clubhouse .were constructed 


entirely from private contributions. The Lincoln Home Builders 
Assoc. members built the clubhouse and donated it to the city. 
The Junior Women's League donated most of the clubhouse fur- 
nishings. The Lincoln Elks Lodge collected old golf clubs and 
these were rejuvenated by the Lincoln firemen. The Lincoln 
Assoc. of Life Underwriters hosted the dedication ceremonies, 
and many, many others helped and contributed toward the con- 
struction of this course. 


This golf course as well as the other three city-owned 


courses, are operated and maintained entirely from golf revenue 
monies. 


In the beginning the course was opened to adults only while 


school was in session, but the adult had to be of f the course by 
3:00 p.m. Adults were allowed back on the course at 6 00 p m. as 
long as a youth was in the playing group. These policies were es- 
tablished for three reasons. First to allow the adult the oppor- 
tunity to play a short, beautiful course; secondly to provide a 
time when young people wou]d have the course to themselves; 
and thirdly, we wanted to encourage family recreation 


At a later time, these policies were relaxed to encourage 


more play on the course at a time when the juniors were not 
totally utilizing the facility. The policies were then changed to 
allow the adult to play any time, with the youngsters having top 
priority. 


This year it was necessary to re-establish the original 


policies set for the golf course. When school is in session the 
adult may play the course, when it is open, as long as they are 
off the course by 3:00 p.m. They may also play in the evening 
after 6:00 p.m. as long as a youth is a member of the group The 
adult may also play during the summer after.6. 00pm as long as 
a youth is a member of the playing group. 


The city also has three 18-hote regulation golf courses Two 


of these are open for play and the third is due to open ap- 
proximately August 1 of this year. Holmes. Pioneers and 
Mahoney courses are open to both males and females ages 14 
and older, seven days a week. 


We the management are quite proud of the fact that our 


courses are said to be among the best in the entire country par- 
ticularly since they are self-supporting. We will continue to 
monitor the play, course conditions and policies on the Lincoln 
courses in order to meet the needs and demands of our, golfing 
public.

BOSTON — Jimmy Carter was 
not Harvard University’s 
favorite presidential candidate, 
but now that he has captured the 
Democratic Party, the Harvards 
are beginning to come round to 
his side, and a lot of people in 
this university community are 
waiting for the phone to ring 
Carter, Reagan and even Ford 
may be running “ against 
Washington" but a lot of young 
members of the university 
faculties around here still want 
to go there. They know all about 
the triumphs and tragedies of 
Kissinger, Bundy, Rostow, 
McNamara, Schlesinger, 
Galbraith. Dunlap, Richardson 
and many others, but a new 
generation has come along .since 
Kennedy's days, and at least 
some of them are eager for work 


in a new administration. 


The Contrast between the men 
of the Roosevelt-Kennedy era 
and the Nixon-Ford era is 
striking. Arthur Schlesinger Jr., 
who served Kennedy in the 
White House, and Kenneth 
Galbraith, who was Kennedy's 
ambassador to India, are less in­ 
volved in Carter’s campaign than 
in any election since the thirties. 
But many of the younger faculty 
members at Harvard and 
elsewhere in this community 
want a chance at national service 
in Washington. 


They are not as excited by 
Carter as the Galbraith- 
Schlesinger generation was 
about Roosevelt, Stevenson and 
Kennedy, but they’re not 
overwhelmed either by the 
tragedies of Vietnam and 


Watergate, and are looking to 
the future.

For almost a decade now, 
during the Nixon and Ford 
years, these young liberal faculty 
members have had no oppor­ 
tunity for national service. Also, 
in this decade, many of them 
have married young professional 
women, who also long for 
responsible work at the center of 
national and international af­ 
fairs. 
Accordingly, Carter has the 
same opportunity here to recruit 
talent as Roosevelt did in ’32and 
Kennedy did in ‘60, if he’s in­ 
terested. Roosevelt used Felix 
Frankfurter to put together his 
“ brain trust’’ in 1932, and 
Kennedy appointed Archibald 
Cox to do the same in 1960. 
Carter has scarcely had time 


to think about this problem. 
Also, he has other people who 
can help him recruit a 
knowledgeable staff for the 
White House, if he’s elected, on 
domestic and foreign affairs. For 
example. Dean Rusk, former 
secretary of state, at the Univer­ 
sity of Georgia; William Friday, 
president of the University of 
North Carolina, who may be the 
most distinguished and 
experienced educator in the 
South and certainly one of the 
very best in the nation; Terry 
Sanford, former governor of 
North Carolina and now presi­ 
dent of Duke University; and 
Alexander Hurd, president of 
Vanderbilt University.

How to put his small political 
staff out of Georgia, together 


with the larger staff of experts 
on national and international 
policy — this is now Carter's 
problem. Also, how to pick 
experts who can help him define 
the problems of the coming 
years at the convention and in 
the campaign — this is what he 
now has to do in the next few 
weeks. 


Carter has many supporters in 
Cambridge. Men like Abe 
Chayes and Dick Neustadt, who 
worked with Kennedy in the 
60’s, and many others at Colum­ 
bia University in New York and 
the Brookings Institution in 
Washington, who are trying to 
help but haven’t had a chance to 
talk to him personally. 


But though Carter has proved 
to be a genius at picking up 
delegates in the states, he has 


done very little so far about 
mobilizing brains in the univer­ 
sities, South or North His staff 
is very small. He confides in very 
few of them, and they have very 
little knowledge or contact with 
his potential supporters in the 
industrial or intellectual com­ 
munities of the North and West.

This could be a missed oppor­ 
tunity. For in the eight years 
since the Democrats have been 
out of power, a quite different 
generation has grown up, not 
only in the North and South, but 
also in the Congress and in the 
bureaucracy of Washington. 


Carter may not believe it, but 
many of these younger Intellec­ 
tuals around the universities in 
the Boston area are attracted by 
his optimism, and his belief that 


the problems of the modern age 
can be solved. They have heard 
all the ghastly stories about the 
corruption of power in 
Washington, but still want to get 
involved in the national capital. 


If you speak to young men and 
women in their middle thirties 
around here who are established 
in the universities or in the fancy 
law firms about what they in­ 
tend to do in the future many of 
them say they are waiting to see 
what happens m the election. 
Most of them are hostile to both 
Ford and Reagan and vaguely 
troubled by Carter but they are 
not cynical or indifferent to 
national service They are mere­ 
ly hoping for a chance to show 
that a new generation is ready to 
serve.

Reminiscent of Carl Curtis’ 11th hour

BOSTON — At least 4 7 tunes 
a wet* we are assaulted by the 
advertising image of women as

But, over the last year, there 
have been increasing attempts to 
present new advertising images 
of women. Most of these feature 
the woman who is going, or has 
recently gone Back to Work. She 
is what the Department of Labor 
calls the “re-entry” and what the 
advertising agency calls a role 
model. 


This woman is generally pic­ 
tured as 35 to 45 years old (posed 
by a model of 28) who, after 
staying home to take care of her

educator Generally she has 
managed this transition after 
rruld applications of Oil of Olay 
to her skin and Clairol to her 
gray hair In the ads she is 
generally dressed in a modest 
$300 back-to-work outfit by Anne 
Klein.

While this is a lovely image, 
the facts of life for the re-entry 
woman are a lot kiss glamorous. 
In the last 25 years, the 
number of women in the work 
force between 45 and 54 years of 
age has risen by 100%. This 
statistical change has been ac­ 
companied by a sharp turn in the 
life patterns and expectations for 
all women Those women who 


go home to raise their children 
now plan to come back into the 
marketplace when the kids are 
off to school. 
At the same tune, they have 
learned to hope for something 
more than a place in the typing 
pool. After all, they hear 
everywhere that things are 
changing for women But now 
their rising expectations have hit 
the job ceiling, and these women 
in the thirties and forties feel as 
betrayed and depressed as the 
taxi-driving Ph D ’s in their 
twenties. 


The women’s movement tells 
them to “ aspire.” And one of 
these nifty new-image ads tells 
them, "You know in your secret 
heart that someone like you who 
has run a household, gotten 
children off to a good start, done 
community work ... has the ef­ 
ficiency and organization that 
the working world is dying for.” 


But, no matter what they may 
know in “their hearts,” the 
working world isn’t dying for 
them. They are trying to get 
back into a job market at a time 
when women form 37% of the 
work force and 47% of the un­ 
employed. Two-fifths of the un­ 
employed in 1974 were “re­ 
entries,” and most of these’dis­ 
couraged women never got onto 
a Department of Labor 
statistical sheet.

The Lincoln junior golf course is still one of the two or three 
junior courses that «list today in the United States The nine- 
hole, par 3 course was built primarily for use by youngsters, 
ages 16 and under, and was dedicated m June ot 1967 The idea 
to build this course, unique in the Midwest and the United 
States, was conceived by W. Joyce Ayres 
a Lincoln 
businessman. 
The Junior Golf Course and Clubhouse were constructed 
entirely from private contributions The Lincoln Home Builders 
Assoc, members built the clubhouse and donated it to the city. 
The Junior Women's League donated most of the clubhouse fur­ 
nishings. The Lincoln Elks Lodge collected old golf clubs and 
these were rejuvenated by the Lincoln firemen The Lincoln 
Assoc, of Life Underwriters hosted the dedication ceremonies, 
and many, many others helped and contributed toward the con­ 
struction of this course. 
This golf course as well as the other three city-owned 
courses, are operated and maintained entirely from golf revenue 
monies. 
In the beginning the course was opened to adults only while 
school was in session, but the adult had to be off the course by 
3 00 p m Adults were allowed back on the course at 6 00 p m as 
long as a youth was in the playing group. These policies were es­ 
tablished for three reasons. First, to allow the adult the oppor­ 
tunity to play a short, beautiful course; secondly to provide a 
time when young people woujd have the course to themselves, 
and thirdly, we wanted to encourage family recreation 
At a later time, these policies were relaxed to encourage 
more play on the course at a time when the juniors were not 
totally utilizing the facility The policies were then changed to 
allow the adult to play any time, with the youngsters having top 
priority 
This year it was necessary to re-establish the original 
policies set for the golf course When school is in session the 
adult may play the course, when it is open, as long as they are 
off the course by 3:00 pm They may also play in the evening 
after 6:00 p.m. as long as a youth is a member of the group The 
adult may also play dunng the summer after 6 00 p m as long as 
a youth is a member of the playing group. 
The city also has three 18^iole regulation golf courses Two 
of these are open for play and the third is due to open ap­ 
proximately August 1 of this year. Holmes, Fhoneers and 
Mahoney courses are open to both males and females ages 14 
and older, seven days a week 
We the management are quite proud of the fact that our 
courses are said to be among the best in the entire country par­ 
ticularly since they are self-supporting We will continue to 
monitor the play, course conditions and policies on the Lincoln 
courses in order to meet the needs and demands of our golfing 
Dublic.

The Nebraska Supreme Court 


Wednesday upheld the Lan- 
caster County District Court's 
conviction of Benjamin Bolden 
for robbing a liquor store last 
year. 


Bolden was sentenced to four 


years in prison for robbing Lee 
Sutler's Off-Sale Beer Store, 500 
W. Van Dorn, on March 5,1975. 


Bolden appealed his convic- 


tion on the grounds that there 
wasn't sufficient evidence 
produced at bis preliminary 
hearing to bind him over to dis- 
trict court for trial. 


The Supreme Court said, 


however, that evidence 
presented at the trial was suf- 
ficient to sustain a finding of 
guilty. 


The defendant also charged he 


didn't receive a fair trial because 
a witness identified him from a" 
photograph taken by police. The 
officer showed the witness 
several photographs and said 
one of the men pictured was a 
suspect in the robbery. 


Just because the officer told 


the witness that one of the men 
was a suspect, that witness' 
testimony was not inadmissible. 


"When photographs are shown 


to a victim by the police after a 
crime it is implicit that one or 


more of the photographs are pic- 
tures of persons whom the police 
believe may have committed the 
offense," the court said. 


In another decision handed 


down Wednesday the high court 
said courts don't have to honor 
property settlement agreements 
which were not the result of 
divorce negotiations. 


The Supreme Court modified 


a property settlement approved 
by the Dodge County District 
Court in connection with a 
divorce action involving Dorothy 
and Jess Snyder of Fremont. 


Mrs. Snyder had tried to im- 


pose in their 1975 divorce case a 
property settlement agreement 
she and her husband had 
reached four years earlier. At 
that time the couple initiated a 
divorce action, but reconciled. 
They were married in 1938. 


In the 1975 divorce the court 


granted the wife $134,403 of the 
assets and awarded the husband 
$45,782 of the assets. The 
Supreme Court transferred $40,- 
708 over to the husband. 


The court modified the 


property settlement, it said, 
because it has the power to con-, 
sider all property accumulated 
by the joint efforts of both the 
husband and wife, no matter 
how such property is divided.

U.S. District Court Judge

Psychiatric evaluations done 


by doctors in Springfield in- 
dicate that Famham is not com- 
petent to stand trial at this time, 
Judge Denney was told during a 
hearing Wednesday. 


Government and defense at- 


torneys then entered into a 
stipulated agreement under 
which Farnham will voluntarily 
appear within two weeks before 
the Douglas County Board of 
Commissioners for considera- 
tion of civil committment. In an 
earlier hearing, the board found 


there is probably cause for 
Farnham's commitment. 


After the Douglas County 


Board takes action, Farnham 
will then be transferred to the 
Veterans Administration 
Hospital at Buffalo, N.Y., so he 
can be treated closer to his 
home. 


If Farnham complies with the 


stipulated agreement, the 
charges will be dropped, accor- 
ding to a spokesman for Judge 
Denney. 


In an interview two days after 


Farnham's arrest, his mother, 
Mrs. Ray Farnham of Laona, 
N.Y., said her son entered the 
Army in 1971 and had a nervous 
breakdown three years later. She 
said he has been receiving a 
100% disability pension from the 
Veterans Administration.

Financial Chaos Predicted By Businessman

The nun who warned state 


government last November it 
would run short of cash this 
spring is now predicting finan- 
cial chaos soon unless the sales 
tax is raised to 3% immediately. 


He is Lincoln businessman Bill 


Harris, who also foresees a boost 
in both the state sales and in- 
come tax rates for next year if 
the 3% sales tax rate isn't im- 
posed quickly by.a special 
legislative session. 


"There seems to be no way of 


avoiding a special session to 


make sure that there is enough 
revenue to meet the increased 
expenditures for 1976-77," 
Harris said. 


"If it isn't done, there's just 


going to be financial chaos and 
an unmanageable management 
problem." 


Harris was the only person to 


testify last November at the 
state Board of Equalization 
when it met to consider state- 
level tax rates. 


He then said the state's 


revenue projections were too 
high and predicted the general 


fund cash crunch that developed 
this spring. The state had to 
delay payment of income tax 
refunds and some other bills. 


In November the board 


decided the rates should be 2.5% 
on sales and 15% on federal in- 
come tax liability despite Harris' 
view that the percentage rates 
should be 3 and 18. This spring, 
me board left the rates un- 
changed. 


Harris, who has worked with 


state officials the past couple of 
weeks checking state finances, 
indicated government has

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"borrowed" from revenue 
sharing and University of 
Nebraska cash funds to keep 
operating. He said the state still 
will end the fiscal year June 30 
with a nearly-deplected treasury. 


"According to the figures 


available to me, we will be 3 to 
5% short of revenue projections 
for fiscal year '75-76," Harris 
said. 


"That means we start out the 


'76-77 fiscal year (July 1) behind 
projections 3 to 5% with a new 
budget that will increase 
anywhere from 8 to 10% in 


expenditures. 


"This leads to the logical con- 


clusion that month by month, we 
will be going further behind, 
even though the cash might be 
juggled the way they have been 
juggling it," he said. 


Harris, who has importing in- 


terests in Lincoln and 
agribusiness interests in the 
McCook area, said lagging retail 
and agriculture economics 
create the problem of insuf- 
ficient state tax receipts. He said 
drought could further hurt the 
state's receipts.

Chiding Douglas County Board 


Chairman Mike Albert for 
responding with "glee" to the 
county's fiscal crisis, Lt. Gov. 
Gerald Whelan said Wednesday 
that the state was prepared to 
care for mental patients from 
the Omaha area. 


The county board decided 


Tuesday to phase out much of 
the mental patient care at 
Douglas County Hospital, sen- 
ding patients to state in- 
stitutions. 


"The governor is going to find 


himself in a very precarious posi- 
tion this year," Albert said. 


"It is distressing to learn that 


the chairman of the Douglas 
County Board is meeting this 
crisis with glee over what he 
calls the precarious position that 
the governor of the state is in, 
rather than working toward 
solutions for the mental 
patients," Whelan said. 


Whelan noted that he was 


responding because Gov. J. 
James Exon was reviewing 
National Guard facilities in 
Colorado. "I am sure that Mike 
Albert can look forward to the 
pleasure of a direct response 
from Gov. Exon," Whelan 
added. 


Albert has been mentioned as 


a possible Republican candidate 
for governor and Whelan is likely 
to seek the Democratic nomina- 
tion. 


"To set the record straight, I 


want to emphasize that the state 
is now ready as it has been to 
discharge its obligation to the 
citizens of the state," Whelan 
said. "If Douglas County is going 
to close its psychiatric ward of 54 


beds, the state of course will 
take these patients at one of the 
regional centers at the usual rate 
of $15 a day for the first 30 days 
and $3 a day thereafter." 


Although the regional centers 


in Norfolk and Lincoln are 
available to Douglas County 
patients, patients with alcohol 
problems are treated only at the 
Hastings Regional Center, a 
three-hour plus drive from 
Omaha. 


Whelan said the regional 


centers would be less convenient 
for Douglas County patients and 
their families, but added that the 
decision to close the Douglas 
County Hospital facilities rested 
with tiie county board. 


Whelan also pointed out that 


many Douglas County patients 
are currently treated in state 
facilities. "About 50% of the 
population of NPI (the Nebraska 
ftychiatric 
Institute) is from 


Douglas County at no cost to the 
county, and about 22% of the 
population of the Lincoln, Nor- 
folk and Hastings regional 
centers come from Douglas 
County. 


The lieutenant governor added 


that the state makes a direct 
$150,000 payment to subsidize 
the Douglas County Hospital and 
provides 75% of the county's 
portion of match money for cer- 
tain federal programs. 


Douglas County officials es- 


timated the County Hospital 
budget would drop by $2 million 
because of the change. 


State budget analysts es- 


timated that the state could 
provide the services at less cost 
because the state facilities are 
operating at less than capacity.

; Ralph Lubeck of Stamford 
reported 1.25 inches while Dr. 
Charles Whempe of York said 
the raindrops fell six inches 
apart. 'That's not the kind of 
six-inch rain we need," he said. 
"Rainfall reports included 
Kenesaw, 2.20 inches; Imperial, 
2.12 inches; KimbaU, 1.72 in- 
ches; Bridgeport, 1.39 inches; 
Kearney, 1.26 inches; Valentine, 
.11 inches; Cozad 1.50 inches; 
Osceola, .95 inches; Scottsbluff, 
.91 inches; Beatrice, .50 inches; 
North Platte, .49 inches; Grand 
Island, .42 inches; and Lincoln 
.11 inches. 
" Most of the heavy rains soaked 
into the ground with a minimum 
of flooding. However portions of 
eight roads in Kimball County 
were flooded, according to Dan 
Jenson Jr., Civil Defense direc- 
tor for the county. 


In Perkins County, a tornado 


touched down in an open field 
four miles west and eight miles 
south of Grant Wednesday 
morning, according to the coun- 
ty, sheriffs office at Grant No 
damage was reported.

Nebraska pork producers for the 
June-August quarter are up 16% 
from last year, with 145,000 sows 


intended for farrowing. The total 
is 3% lower than for the same 
quarter two years ago. 


As of June 1, Nebraska pork 


producers intend to farrow 170,- 
000 sows during the September- 
November quarter, a 17% in- 
crease from the fall quarter one 
year ago and 10% above 
farrowings in the fall quarter of 
1974.

Nebraska pork producers had 
an estimated 13.1 million hogs 
on hand June 1, an increase of 
13G from a year earlier but 7 % 
below two years ago. 
The Nebraska Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service said 
the breeding stock was up 17% 
from last year and market hogs 
increased 12%. 
Farrowings during the March- 
May quarter totaled 195,000 
sows, producing a pig crop of 1.4 
million, a 23% increase from last 
year but down 8 % from two 
years ago. 
The farrowing intentions of 
Nebraska pork producers for the 
June-August quarter are up 16% 
from last year, with 145,000 sows 


intended for farrowing. The total 
is 3% lower than for the same 
quarter two years ago 
As of June 1, Nebraska pork 
producers intend to farrow 170,- 
000 sows during the September- 
November quarter, a 17% in­ 
crease from the fall quarter one 
year ago and 10% above 
farrowings in the fall quarter of 
1974. 
The report also listed the June 
1 figures for market hogs by 
weight. The report showed: 


—Under 60 bounds, 1.3 million, an In­ 
crease of 19% over last year 
-60-119 pounds, 646 000. an Increase ot 
17%. 
-120-179 pounds. 404 000, an Increase ot 
5%. 
—180 219 pounds, 256 000, a decrease of

The rain came to the plains of 
Nebraska Wednesday, at least in 
some places, bringing welcome 
relief to parched crops, pastures, 
lawns and gardens.

Farmers in 
the northeastern counties are

Wednesday held district court 
clerks may be appointed to the 
county health boards established

Smith also said they may legal- 


ly receive compensation for 
holding those positions 


The attorney said that under 


the law in force prior to this 
year's session of the Umcameral, 
court clerks were ex officio 
members of county mental 


health boards 


"We find no constitutional or 


statutory provisions which 
would prohibit the clerk of the 
district court from performing 
the duties of a board member" 
under the 1976 law, Smith said 


He said the duties performed

State Sen. Gerald Koch of 


Ralston said Wednesday he 
plans to hold a series of meetings 
with school officials from across 
the state in September before 
deciding whether to take the 
local school aid issue to the 
courts. 


The senator said school 


superintendents and others con- 
cerned about state aid would be 
invited to attend. 


Koch, at the end of this year's 


session of the Unicameral, said it 
looked as if the only way to 
resolve the local aid issue was to 
file a lawsuit and have the courts 
come* up with a plan on how to 


finance local schools on an 
equitable basis. Included would 
be a proper balance between 
local property taxes for schools, 
state assistance and federal aid. 


He said Wednesday the only 


problem with going to court is 
that a court may come up with 
an unacceptable aid distribution 
formula. 


Koch said he is in the process 


of researching various methods 
of handling financing in prepara- 
tion for legislation he said would 
be drafted and presented during 
the series of meetings for discus- 
sion. 


"The question I would like 


answered at the meetings is 
whether the legislation is fair 
and right or whether school of- 
ficials want to go to court over 
this rather than try the 
legislative process one more 
time," the lawmaker said. 


The senator said he is working 


on proposed state aid legislation 
in cooperation with the State 
Education Department and 
representatives of various kinds 
and sizes of school districts 
across the state. 


He said he intends to have the 


impact on the various districts 
figured out before committing 
any plan and alternatives to bill 
fomi. 


During this year's session, 


Koch sought an increase in 
Nebraska's $55-million-a-year 
local school aid program by $15 
million a year until the state was 
paying 40% of school operating 
costs. He also wanted to increase 
the qualifying local property tax 
levy. 


Koch said the proposed 


changes would have cut down 
the size .of the state aid checks 
received by some school districts 
for a while. 


The legislation ran into time 


problems during the closing days 
of the session and was not put to 
a final vote.

The se n a to r said scho o l 
su perin ten den ts an d o thers co n ­ 
cern ed abo u t state aid wo u ld be 
in vited to atten d. 
Ko ch, at the en d o f this year’s 
sessio n o f the Un icameral, said it 
lo o ked as if the o nly way to 
reso lve the lo cal aid issu e was to 
file a lawsu it an d have the co u rts 
co me u p with a plan o n ho w to 


fin an ce lo cal scho o ls o n an 
equ itable basis In clu ded wo u ld 
be a pro per balan ce between 
lo cal pro perty taxes fo r scho o ls, 
state assistan ce an d federal aid 
He said Wednesday the o nly 
pro blem with go ing to co u rt is 
that a co u rt may co me u p with 
an u n acceptable aid distribu u o n 
fo rmu la. 


Ko ch said he is in the pro cess 
o f researchin g vario u s metho ds 
o f han dlin g financing in prepara- 
Lo n fo r legislaUo n he said wo u ld 
be drafted an d presen ted du rin g 
the series o f meetin gs fo r discu s­ 
sio n. 
“ The qu esLo n I wo u ld like 


an swered at the meeUngs is 
whether the legislaUo n is fair 
an d right o r whether scho o l o f­ 
ficials wan t to go to co u rt o ver 
th is ra th e r th a n try th e 
legislative pro cess o n e mo re 
time," the lawmaker said. 
The sen ato r said he is wo rking 
o n pro po sed state aid legislaUo n 
in co o peraUo n with the State 
Edu catio n D epartm en t an d 
represen taUves o f vario u s kin ds 
an d sizes o f scho o l districts 
acro ss the state. 
He said he in ten ds to have the 
impact o n the vario u s districts 
figu red o u t befo re co mmitUng 
any plan and altern atives to bill 
fo rm. 


Du rin g this year's sessio n , 
Ko ch so u ght an in crease in 
Nebraska’s $55-miliio n -a-year 
lo cal scho o l aid pro gram by $¡5 
millio n a year u nUl the state was 
payin g 40T o f scho o l o peratin g 
co sts. He also wan ted to in crease 
the qu alifying lo cal pro perty tax 
levy. 
Ko ch said th e pro po sed 
chan ges wo u ld have cu t do wn 
the size o f the state aid checks 
received by so me scho o l districts 
fo r a while. 
The legislatio n ran in to time 
pro blems du rin g the clo sing davs 
o f the sessio n and was no t pu t to 
a final vo te.

They Don't Live Out 
Of Trunks Anymore

They're empty now — the 14 trunks stacked in a small 


building on the grounds of the Madonna Professional Care 
Center. 


But in their day, each held its share of life's necessities 


for sisters of the Order of St Benedict. 


"In our religious community, we each had a trunk; we 


lived out of a trunk," said Madonna Director Sister Phyllis 
Hunhoff as she examined the assortment of well-worn 
trunks. 


The trunks came to Lincoln from the Sacred Heart 


Convent in Yankton, S.D. And they will be auctioned off 
Saturday evening during Madonna's two-day "Summer 
Festival." 


There's no way of telling how old the trunks are, 


although Sister Cordula Walker of Yankton guessed one to 
be about 100 years old. 


"My father had one like it," said Sister Cordula, who is 


in Lincoln to help out at the festival. 


And she also found "at least one" which she thinks 


came from Europe. 


Both Sister Cordula, who came to the United States in 


1934 from her home in Wassen, Canton Uri, Switzerland, 
and Madonna's 87-year-old Sister Isabel Gutmann 
remember well the days when nuns moved "from mission 
to mission." accompanied by their trunks. 


Sister Cordula's trunk crossed the Atlantic three times. _ 
Sister Isabel recalls that the trunk she brought from 


Germany when she came here in 1910 was made entirely of 
wood. 


In each sister's trunk were found her prayer books, 


clothing, family photographs and bed clothes, said Sister 
Isabel. 


Due to the size of the trunks and the weight of their 


contents, "transporting those things was a major 
procedure." said Sister Phyllis.

Three Nebraska Penal 
Inmates Given Paroles 
By United Press International 
The Nebraska Parole Board 


Wednesday granted paroles to 
three men who were sentenced 
to the Nebraska Penal Complex 
on murder convictions. 


James E. Harding, 41, of 


Omaha, was serving 29 to 50 
years for first degree murder in 
the 1959 shooting death of 
Richard Whitehill, an Omaha 
bus driver, during a tavern 
holdup. Harding's parole is 
effective Oct. 14. 


Originally, Harding was 


sentenced to life imprisonment^ 
but the State Pardon Board com- 
muted his sentence in 
December, 1975. He escaped 
from the trustv dormitory out- 
side the prison's main walls in 
1967, and was captured nearly 
nine.months later in California. 


Also paroled were Richard 


Hamilton, 24, of Dixon, and 
James K. Newman, 58, of Stuart. 
Both were convicted on second 
degree murder charges and their 
paroles are effective immediate- 
ly- 


Hamilton was serving 10 to 25 


years for the May 2, 1970, 
shooting death of John Smith, 
16, a junior at Allen High School. 
Hamilton was a high school 
senior at the tone of the inci- 
dent. 


He pleaded guilty to the se- 


cond degree murder charge in 
October, 1970, and was 
sentenced Nov. 6,1970. In 1971, 
the case was appealed to the 
Nebraska Supreme Court and his 
conviction upheld. 


Newman was charged with 


first degree murder for the Sept. 
27, 1964, shooting death of 
Delbert Addison, an unarmed 
Stuart marshal on night patrol. 
Newman said the incident oc- 
curred after an argument about 
his son, who had been arrested 
on a traffic charge. 


Newman was found guilty of 


second degree murder and 
sentenced April 20, 1966, to life, 
imprisonment. However, the 
State Pardon Board commuted 
his sentence in 1972 to 20 to 35 
years. 


The parole board denied 


parole to Poster P. Nelson, 21, of 
Omaha. Nelson was sentenced to 
two to three years Nov. 22,1974, 
in Douglas County for burglary. 


The board failed to complete 


the parole hearing for Frank 
Halverson, 21, of Omaha, who 
was> sentenced May 2, 1975, to 
two' years for burglary. The 
board said his hearing would be 
completed Thursday.

authorized the NETV slaff to 
apply for $415,901 from the Cor- 
poration for Public Broadcasting 
community service grant ap- 
propriation. 


The CPB federal funds would 


continue items including an ac- 
countant, cultural and minority 
affairs units support, a lighting 
director and the national public 
TV program selection subsidy. 


Of the total CPB money 


sought, $130,370 would support 
five new areas: An ag program 
service ($66,813), instructional 
designer ($11,145), mobile unit 
maintenance engineer ($15,745), 
TV artist ($16,846), and technical 
systems chief engineer ($19,821). 


Paul Few, NETV assistant 


general manager for administra- 
tion, said utilities rate increases 
accounted for the most 
headaches. 


Utilities in the current budget 


for the mam Lincoln operation 
cost $105,000. The commission 
sought $102,000 initially for 1976- 
77, but Few said inflation caused 
a need for $122,000 - a $17,000 
annual increase. 


Utilities costs for the NETV 


outstate transmitter site 
operations are projected to jump 
from $70,298 this fiscal year to 
$109,673, a 56% increase. 


Coverage of the Nebraska 


Legislature, budgeted at $11,681 
this year, is estimated to cost 
$17,429 in 1977.

NU Campuses Get 
$260,000 Grant 


The University of Nebraska has received a three-year grant of 


more than $260,000 to improve teaching and learning at NU and 
two other institutions of higher education. 


The grant proposal drafted by Dr. Patricia Cross, assistant 


vice president for academic affairs, was one of 80 grants approved 
by the Department of Health, Education and Welfare for the im- 
provement of post-secondary education, here were more than 2,- 
000 applications for grants. 
. The three-year grant will be used to teach students how they 
themselves learn. 


Students will monitor their own reactions to various teaching 


methods, thus becoming more knowledgeable consumers of 
education, according to Dr. Cross. 


"Perhaps one of the most important lessons we can teach 


college freshmen is how to get the most out of then: learning op- 
portunities for the next four years, and for the rest of their lives," 
she-poinied out. 


The three-credit elective course for freshmen will first be 


offered on the Omaha campus, then the Lincoln campus, and at a 
state college and private school yet to be selected. 
Regents Bring Appeal 
Before Supreme Court 


Attorneys for the University of Nebraska Board of Regents 


asked the Nebraska Supreme Court Wednesday to reverse a Court 
of Industrial Relations decision which allows the Law College 
faculty to organize a separate collective bargaining unit. 
_ A court of industrial relations decision established three 
bargaining units at UNL — one for the Law College, one for the 
Dentistry College, and one for the remaining colleges. It also 
placed department chairmen within the bargaining units. 


The Law College faculty voted in favor of representation by the 


-American Association of University Professor while faculty 
members outside the Law College rejected union representation. 


One bargaining unit should represent all NU faculty members 


because the three NU campuses plus outstate activities make up a 
single statewide educational system, attorneys said in a 75-page 
brief filed with the court. 


Department chairmen hold managerial positions and therefore 


should not be included in the bargaining units, attorneys also said.

Wednesday granted paroles to 
three men who were sentenced 
to the Nebraska Penal Complex 
on murder convictions. 


James E. Harding, 41, of 
Omaha, was serving 29 to 50 
years tor first degree murder in 
the 195 9 shooting death of 
Richard Whitehill, an Omaha 
bus driver, during a tavern 
holdup. Harding’s parole is 
effective Oct. 14 
O riginally, 
Harding was 
sentenced to life imprisonment, 
but the State Pardon Board com- 
m uted 
his sentence in 
December, 1975. He escaped 
from the trustv dormitory out­ 
side the prison's main walls in 
1967, and was captured nearly 
nine months Liter in California. 
Also paroled were Richard 
Hamilton, 24, of Dixon, and 
.lames K. Newman, 58, of Stuart. 
Both were convicted on second 
degree murder charges and their 
paroles are effective immediate­ 
ly. 
Hamilton was serving 10 to 25 
years for the May 2, 1970, 
shooting death of John Smith, 
18, a junior at Allen High School. 
Hamilton was a high school 
senior at the time of the inci­ 
dent. 
He pleaded guilty to the se­ 


cond degree murder charge in 
October, 
1970, and was 
sentenced Nov. 8, 1970. In 1971, 
the case was appealed to the 
Nebraska Supreme Court and his 
conviction upheld. 
Newman was charged with 
first degree murder for the Sept. 
27, 
1984, shooting death of 
Delbert Addison, an unarmed 
Stuart marshal on night patrol. 
Newman said the incident oc­ 
curred after an argument about 
his son, who had been arrested 
on a traffic charge. 
Newman was found guilty of 
second degree murder and 
sentenced April 20, 1986, to life 
imprisonment. However, the 
State Pardon Board commuted 
his sentence in 1972 to 20 to 35 
years.

The Drug Commission share 


will be $10,000, said Executive 
Director Jeffrey N. Kushner. 
Participating companies provide 
partial financial support, based 
on the number of workers they 
employ, supplementing federal 
and state matching dollars. 


- Kushner said 50 Lincoln com- 
~ penies now participate in the 
;LCAD program, based on the 
• twofold motive that helping an 
individual overcome any sub- 
stance abuse problems will also 
improve the company. 


The new grant will help LCAD 


meet the goal of doubling to 
about 100 companies enrolled 
within a year, Kushner said. It 
will also allow the firms to work 
with state agencies for aid 


programs, and serve to 
employes' children, who are 
directly affected by parents' 
problems. 


The commission also approved 


an expanded contract with the 
State Education Department to 
double from 12 to 24 the number 
of schools to get aid for student 
self-help programs.

Since 1970, he said, almost 5,- 


300 new seats have been created 
in liquor establishments, both by 


expansion and by upgrading 
existing licenses from package 
liquor stores to taverns. 


Merrit contended that in- 


creased demand has been ac- 
commodated without issuing 
more licenses. 


Attorney Hal Bauer and 


businessmen Robert Kerry and 
Dean Rasmussen represented 
the restaurant which wants a 
license. 


Emphasis On Food 


Kerry said the restaurant 


planned for 201 Sunvalley Blvd. 
would probably appeal primarily 
to families. Rasmussen said 
emphasis would be placed on 
serving food, not drinking. 


The beverage association, 


composed of members who 
already hold licenses, has always 
supported the number limit. 


Critics contend that the reason 


the association supports the 
quota is because it limits com- 
petition and gives their 
businesses a better chance to 
succeed. 


Critics also say the limit is un- 


fair because it means that in 
order for a person to obtain a 
liquor license, he must buy one. 


Actually it is illegal to sell a 


liquor license, but the law has a 
huge loophole. In a liquoi 
license transaction the buyer os- 
tensibly buys fixtures and a 
reputation. The seller surrenders 
his license and the buyer applies 
for one at the same time.

OPPD Iron Work Said 
Barrier To Strike End 


Omaha (AP) — Omaha con- 


tractors said Wednesday the iron 
workers strike "will never be 
settled" so long as the Omaha 
Public Power District (OPPD) 
continues to proceed with iron 
work at its new Nebraska City 
Power Station. 


Striking iron workers and the 


Omaha Building Contractors 
Employers Association met for 
90 minutes Tuesday without 
reaching a settlement, and 
federal mediator Kent Frazier 
said he has no plans to call 
another meeting. 


During Tuesday's meeting, 


Frazier said both sides made the 
same offers they made when 
they last met June 11. The con- 
tractors are offering a 75-cent 
hourly wage boost, while the un- 
ion is seeking a $1 hourly hike, 
down from the $1.25 it asked for 
in the days before the strike 
began June 9. 


However, the iron workers did 


not set up picket lines, allowing 
members of other unions to con- 
tinue their work. Now, the con- 
tractors say construction 
projects are being shut down in 


Omaha because no further work 
can be done without iron 
workers. 


Dean Krate, attorney for the 


contractors, said Wednesday, 
"The deterrent to any progress 
in the negotiations is the Omaha 
Public Power District job at 
Nebraska City... They must 
have more than iOO iron workers 
working on that project and now 
they are requiring three shifts, 
which will put additional iron 
workers to work. 


"As long as most of the 


members of this union are 
working, this strike will never 
be settled," said Kratz. 


The.contractors said an agree- 


ment between the union and 
OPPD requires OPPD to pay, 
retroactive to June 1, the wages 
eventually agreed upon between 
the union and the contractors. 


The contractors said they have 


settled with seven other unions 
for 75 cents per hour or less, and 
that if a higher settlement is 
reached with the iron workers, 
the other unions will want to 
catch up next year.

Omaha (UPI) — The U.S. 


Labor Department Wednesday 
filed a lawsuit against the 
Omaha Association of the Blind 
arid an Omaha real estate 
management firm for allged 
violations of the Fair Labor 
Standards Act. 


The suit was filed in U.S. 


District Court in Omaha and 
named the association and the P. 
J. Morgan Co. as defendant. 


The department said the 


violations apparently occurred at 
the Walter B. Roberts Manor, a 
residential care establishment in 
Omaha operated by the associa- 
tion. 


• The department alleged 
violations of the act, including 
the failure to pay certain 
employes the federal minimum 
wage from June, 1973, through. 
June of this year. 


In addition, the department 


alleged the defendants had 
employes work more than 40 
hours a week since 1973 without 
compensating the workers for 
overtime at not less than Hi' 
times the regular hourly rate. 


The records kept by the defen- 


dants fail to show, among other 
things, the hours worked each 
work day of each week, the 
regular pay, the basis on which 
wages are paid and the total 
straight time and overtime ear- 
nings for each work week for 
certain employes. 


The department asked for an 


injunction to prohibit the defen- 
dants from future violations of 
the federal act and compensa- 
tion plus interest on the back pay 
and the employes involved.

J. Morgan Co. as defendant. 


The department said the 
violations apparently occurred at 
the Walter B Roberts Manor, a 
residential care establishment m 
Omaha operated by the associa­ 
tion 


The department alleged 
violations of the act, including 
the failure to pay certain 
employes the federal minimum 
wage from June, 1973, through 
June of this year. 


In addition, the department 
alleged the defendants had 
employes work more than 40 
hours a week since 1973 without 
compensating the workers for 
overtime at not less than l l* 
times the regular hourly rate 


The records kept by the defen­ 
dants fail to show, among other 
things, the hours worked each 
work day of each week the 
regular pay, the basis on which 
wages are paid and the total 
straight time and overtime ear­ 
nings for each work week for 
certain employes. 


The department asked for an 
injunction to prohibit the defen­ 
dants from future violations of 
the federal act and compensa­ 
tion plus interest on the back pay 
and the employes involved.

Rob Wiley, a young, enthusiastic an- 


nouncer from KARK-TV in Little Rock, 
Ark., fired the question—why are so many 
jocks in sports broadcasting? 


Why, asked Wiley, can a big name athlete 


jump off the court or off the field and into 
a national broadcast booth with little or no 
training? 


"How," he asked, "do you explain this 


happening day in and day out to a seriously 
dedicated and specifically trained sports 
announcer who's starting at the bottom in 
Arkadelphia, Ark., like everybody else?" 


The question was fired at ABC's Keith 


Jackson, three time national Sportcaster of 
the Year award winner, who was hosting a 


seminar last week for sportscasters and 
sportswriters at Catawba College in 
Salisbury, N.C. •' 


Jackson' shares Wiley's distress. He's 


ashamed the broadcast industry is not 
developing young professionals to be sports 
reporters and broadcasters. 


"When I was growing up, there were real 


professinals like Ted Husing and Red 
Barber," he says. "They had posture, 
dignity and knew the language. You could 
listen to them and learn. 


"But today," Jackson says, "the industry 


is too jock-oriented. A star player retires 
and right away he's signed by a network as 
an expert commentator, even though he 
has little or no background in broadcasting. 


Some learn as they go along. Others never 
do." 


Jackson has seen the frustration written 


on the faces of young announcers "who 
realize the door to the top is closed because 
they will never be famous ex-jocks." 


According to Jackson, part of the 


problem is that the broadcast industry, par- 
ticularly television, has never been able to 
determine what a sports broadcaster is — a 
journalist, a sportsman or an entertainer. 


"I was lucky," Jackson admits. "I went 


from Savannah to Seattle and was able to 
get a broad base of experience." 


Jackson blames his own industry for the 


proliferation of the problem. Any industry, 
he says, should put something back into the 


profession. 


"We're not doing that now," he says. 


"The emphasis is on quick bucks from 
quick ratings, featuring big names. We're 
grossly at fault for not having a farm 
system where quality can be developed in 
the bushes. 


"It is merely a reflection of the lack of in- 


tegrity in the industry," he says. "We'show 
no concern for a craftsman in 2 
profession." 


Despite his immense popularity, Jackson 


sees himself as a maverick with his style. 


"TV is a visual medium," he explains. 


"The burden, then, is on the director. My 
job, as I see it, is to amplify, clarify, punc- 
tuate and stay the hell out of the way." 


Jackson was flanked by Donna 


deVarona, another seminar leader. She's a 
former Olympic swimming champion who 
will assist him with ABC's Olympic 
coverage in Montreal next month. 


Jackson might have sensed the f eeling in 


the room of sportswriters and 
sportscasters. Donna fit the bill. She was an 
ex-jock who made the jump from media 
broadcast obscurity to prime network 
coverage. 


"Let me say this about Donna," offered 


Jackson. "She's dedicated to the profes- 
sion. She works hard and she's sincere. As 
long as anybody in this business is sincere 
and committed to craftsmanship, they'll 
get my support. Fly-by-nighters will not."

Rob Wilev, a young, enthusiastic an­ 
nouncer from KARK-TV in Little Rock, 
Ark , fired the question — why are so many 
jocks in sports broadcasting? 
Why, asked Wiley, can a b ig n ame ath lete 
jump off the court or o ff th e field an d in to 
a national broadcast b o o th with little o r n o 
training? 
“How,” he asked, "do y o u ex p lain th is 
happening day in and day o u t to a serio u sly 
dedicated and specifically train ed sp o rts 
announcer who’s starting at th e b o tto m in 
Arkadelphia, Ark , like everybody else?" 
The question was fired at ABC’s Keith 
Jackson, three time national Sportcaster of 
the Year award winner, who was hosting a 


seminar last week for sportscasters and 
sportswriters at Catawba College in 
Salisbury, N.C. 
Jackson shares Wiley’s distress. He’s 
ashamed the broadcast industry is not 
developing young professionals to be sports 
reporters and broadcasters. 
“When I was growing up, there were real 
professinals like Ted Husing and Red 
Barber,” he says. “They had posture, 
dignity and knew the language. You could 
listen to them and learn 
"But today,” Jackson says, “ the industry 
is too jock-oriented A star player retires 
and right away he’s signed by a network as 
an expert commentator, even though he 
has little or no background in broadcasting. 


Some learn as they go along Others never 
do.” 
Jackson has seen the frustration written 
on the faces of young announcers “who 
realize the door to the top is closed because 
they will never be famous ex-jocks.” 
According to Jackson, part of the 
problem is that the broadcast industry, par­ 
ticularly television, has never been able to 
determine what a sports broadcaster is — a 
journalist, a sportsman or an entertainer 
“ I was lucky,” Jackson admits. “ I went 
from Savannah to Seattle and was able to 
get a broad base of experience.” 
Jackson blames his own industry for the 
proliferation of the problem. Any industry, 
he says, should put something back into the 


profession. 
“We’re not doing that now,” he says. 
"The emphasis is on quick bucks from 
quick ratings, featuring big names We’re 
grossly at fault for not having a farm 
system where quality can be developed in 
the bushes. 
“ It is merely a reflection of the lack of in­ 
tegrity in the industry,” he says. “ We show 
no concern for a craftsman in a 
profession.” 
Despite his immense popularity, Jackson 
sees himself as a maverick with his style. 
"TV is a visual medium," he explains 
"The burden, then, is on the director My 
job, as I see it, is to amplify, clarify, punc­ 
tuate and stay the hell out of the way.” 


Jackson was flanked by Donna 
deVarona, another seminar leader She's a 
former Olympic swimming champion who 
will assist him with ABC’s Olympic 
coverage in Montreal next month 
Jackson might have sensed the feeling in 
the room of sportsw riters and 
sportscasters.

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Efraf: Justice, Strength 
Needed For Survival

Having justice on its side is not 


enough for a country to survive, 
•Maj. Gen. Yona Efrat of Israel 
told a Lincoln audience 
Wednesday night. 


"You also need strength," he 


said. "Otherwise you and your 
justice may cease to exist." 


Efrat, commander-in-chief of 


the Israeli Central Command, 
described Israel as surrounded 
by "a world of hatred" formed 
by Arab enemies. 


He spoke at the first annual 


Lincoln-Israel Dinner of State, 
sponsored by State of Israel 
Bonds, in honor of lincoteites, 
Dave and Minnie Breslow. 


"The balance of power-has 


always been negative for us," 
Efrat said. If the balance were 
more equal between the Arabs 
and Israel, the chances of 
another war in the Middle East 
would be lessened, he added. 


Israel's "military secret" in 


past wars has been the quality of 
the Israeli people, he claimed, 
which has outweighed the 
enemies' quantitative superiori- 


ty in men and equipment. 


He stressed, however, that 


Israel wants immigrants to swell 
its population. To the current 
population of about three 
million people, he would like to 
see "another million" added. 


The sale of Israel Bonds in the 


U.S. and other countries is in- 
creasing Israel's economic 
strength, he said. 


Israel Bonds, similar to U.S. 


Savings Bonds, are a means of 
investing in Israel's future. Bill 
Davidson, chairman of the 
dinner, explained that all bond 
money is used for economic, not 
military development. 


Since the first bond issue in 


1951, more than $3 billion worth 
of the bonds, have been 
purchased in the U.S. In this 
year's Lincoln drive, more than 
a quarter of a million dollars in 
Israel Bonds have been sold. 


Israel's enemies are getting 


stronger, Efrat said, both 
militarily and politically. The 
Arabs have economic power 
because they control most of the 
world's energy supplies, he said. 


They use this power, he said, 


to build up their armies rather 
than "developing their own peo- 
ple, who need it so much." 


Syria and Jordan are forming 


an "eastern front" against 
Israel, he said. These nations are 
becoming • united "by political 
ties" stronger than any in Arab 
history. 


Iraq will soon join this united 


front, he predicted. 


"The Arabs have never given 


up on the final solution which is 
the destruction of Israel," Efrat 
said. 


The Breslows received the 


Jerusalem Shalom Award for 
participation in community af- 
fairs and support of Israel. 


Breslow, board chairman of 


Lincoln Welding Supply Co., and 
his wife, have been active in 
Tifereth Israel Synagogue and 
the Jewish Welfare Federation 
of Lincoln. 


He has served on the boards of 


Lincoln General Hospital, 
Madonna Home and the Lincoln 
Chamber of Commerce. 


She has been a volunteer at 


Lincoln General and chairman 
of the' March of Dimes.

Orr: GOP's Platform Will Be 'Comfortable'

Kay Orr of Lincoln, one of Nebraska's 


representatives on the" Republican 
national platform committee, believes 
the GOP can draft a document which is 
comfortable for both President Ford 
and Ronald Reagan. 


"I should hope so," she said 


Wednesday in a telephone interview. 


"I don't see basically that many 


differences. It's often a matter of 
nuances, the way things are said." 


Mrs. Orr anticipates that the 


Republican platform will be acceptable 
to the party's presidential nominee, 
whomever he may be. 


"It will reflect the party's basic 


philosophy, not personalities," she said. 


Mrs. Orr,' a Nebraska delegate 


pledged to support Reagan for the 


nomination, will serve on the platform 
unit along with Sen. Roman Hruska, a 
delegate committed to Ford. 


Her platform activities will begin 


Thursday with a trip to Ames, la., to at- 
tend a regional platform hearing on the 
campus of Iowa State University. 


Full committee hearings are 


scheduled to begin in Kansas City on 
Aug. 9, a week before the national con- 
vention convenes. 


Mrs. Orr said she will be guided, in 


part, by the interests which Nebraska 
Republicans express in their state party 
platform which will be drafted in Lin- 
coln Saturday. 


"I want to see what we do in our state 


convention," she noted. "Then I hope 
Sen. Hruska and I will be able to reflect 
what the people of Nebraska are 
thinking." 


Mrs. Orr said she has no "personal in- 


terests" which she wants expressed in 
the national platform. 


Frankly, she said, Republicans will 


probably want to "take a look" at the 
Democratic national platform which 
will be drafted in New York City a 
month before the GOP conclave. 


The proposed Democratic plank on 


government-sponsored 
"full 


employment" may be one which 
requires a Republican platform 
response, she noted. 


The GOP will probably also want to 


speak to two major social issues, busing 
and abortion, she acknowledged. 


"I don't believe busing is the answer 


to integrated schools," Mrs. Orr said. 


There is too much evidence that 


busing has not "increased learning 


abilities/' she said. "I think we ought to 
provide funding to improve the school 
system and assure quality education for 
all children." 


On abortion, Mrs. Orr said, she takes 


"a middle ground. I do not believe in 
wholesale abortion, but I do believe the 
decision is one which should be made 
between a doctor and his patient." 


Mrs. Orr would prefer to "put the 


emphasis on prevention of pregnancy 
rather than abortion." 


The Lincoln Reagan supporter an- 


ticipates no problem in working in har- 
mony with Hruska on the platform unit 


And if her candidate ultimately fails 


to win the presidential nomination, she 
said, she will support the President in 
his bid for election to a full term this 
November.

Refugees Ready For Classroom 


Omaha (AP) — After com- 


pleting a year in "transition 
centers," some Vietnamese 
refugee children in Omaha are 
ready to "test their wings" in 
classrooms this falL 


Seventy Vietnamese children 


attended two elementary "tran- 
sition centers" in the Omaha 
schools to help than adjust to 
life in the United States. A third 
center is for 18 older students. 


When they arrived at the 


schools, most of the children 
were "very quiet, respectful, shy 
people" said Pegi Stommes, the 
research consultant who has 


overseen their progress. 


"It was amazing to see them 


come out of that and become 
Americanized," she said. 


Of the elementary children, 38 


have been recommended for 
"mainstreaming" 
into 


neighborhood elementary 
schools, six for junior high 
schools and eight will enter 
parochial schools. 


"They've made remarkable 


progress hi learning English," 
Mrs. Stommes said.' "I hate to 
lose them, but for their own 
sake, they've got to get out and 
try their wings." 


The district recommended 


that 15 children spend another 
year hi an elementary transition 
center. 


The children were bused to 


one of the two elementary 
centers from across Omaha. 
Some will be bused again next 
school year when court ordered 
integration begins. 


She said it may be harder in 


some cases where the Viet- 
namese children will be in 
schools without special aides 
who speak their language.

Westview 
People Can't 
Choose Home 


Residents living in the coun- 


ty's Westview Home don't have 
a right to choose what county 
home they want to live in, Lan- 
caster County District Judge 
Herbert Ronin said Wednesday. 


Judge Ronin denied a request 


to keep the County Board from 
shutting down Westview. 


Representatives of two 


residents of Westview had filed 
the suit in hopes of reversing the 
county's decision, claiming that 
relocating residents to another 
place 'will cause suffering and 
hardship. 


Ronin said the plaintiffs didn't 


show that the County Board 
"would not make adequate, 
suitable and reasonable 
provisions for the care of the 
plaintiffs on their removal and 
relocation from Westview." 


The County Board is em- 


powered by state law to make 
such decisions. Additionally, 
Ronin said, a report from a 
study committee said Westview 
fails to meet safety standards 
and is "obsolete and inadequate 
for the proper care and treat- 
ment of the needs of the poor." 


"It is in the interest of the 


plaintiffs as well as the public 
that the Westview Home be 
closed," the judge quoted from 
the report 


this summer. 


S a u n s o c i originally was 


placed in state custody at age 10 
in connection with a JfiOO break- 
in at a reservation building at 
Macy. 


Saunsoci returned to Macy 


after his May 12 parole and was 
arrested Wednesday night in 
Lincoln.

Angola's Entry Into U.N. Vetoed \ TV Programs 


United Nations, N.Y. (AP) - The United 


States vetoed Angola's application for U.N. 
membership Wednesday because of the 
"continuing presence and apparent in- 
fluence of Cuban troops" in the West 
African nation. 


U.S. representative Albert W. Sherer Jr., 


sitting in for Ambassador William W. 
Scranton who is on an African tour, cast 
America's 15th Security Council veto after 
the Soviet-backed Popular Movement 
government rejected U.S. efforts to defer 
the membership application "until a more 
propitious time." 


The U.S. veto was the lone vote cast 


against the membership application. China 


refused to participate in the balloting, ac- 
cusing the Soviet Union of continued 
"interference" in Angola. 


The other council members — Britain, 


France, Italy, Japan, Panama, Sweden, 
Pakistan, Benin; Guyana, Libya, Romania, 
the Soviet Union and Tanzania — voted for 
membership. 


The United States and China are the only 


council members that have not recognized 
the Popular Movement government in 
Angola. 


The U.S. veto was its third this year and 


15th since 1970. The Soviet Union has used 
the veto 110 times in the Security Council, 
the last time in 1974. 


Sherer said the United States opposes 


Angola's U.N. entry at this time because it 
is not convinced the former Portuguese 
colony meets U.N. Charter requirements as 
a "peaceloving state." 


Proff of this, he said, is the "continuing 


presence and apparent influence of Cuban 
troops — massive in number" in Angola. 


The United States also was irked by 


rejection of its requests to postpone the 
Angolan application until mid-August — 
after the political conventions. Foreign 
policy has become a major issue in the 
rivalry between President Ford and 
Republican challenger Ronald Reagan.

Angola's Entry Into 
U.N. Vetoed I TV Programs 


United Nations, N Y (AP) — The United 
States vetoed Angola's application (or U.N. 
membership Wednesday because of the 
"continuing presence and apparent in­ 
fluence of Cuban troops" in the West 
African nation 
U.S. representative Albert W. Sherer Jr., 
sitting in for Ambassador William W. 
Scranton who is on an African tour, cast 
America's 15th Security Council veto after 
the Soviet-backed Popular Movement 
government rejected U.S. efforts to defer 
the membership application “until a more 
propitious time." 


The U.S. veto was the lone vote cast 


against the m em bership application. China 


refused to participate in the balloting, ac­ 
cusing the Soviet Union of continued 
“ interference" in Angola. 
The other council members — Britain, 
France, Italy, Japan, Panama, Sweden, 
Pakistan, Benin, Guyana, Libya, R omania, 
the Soviet Union and Tanzania — voted for 
membership. 
The United States and China are the only 
council members that have not recognized 
the Popular Movement government in 
Angola 
The U.S. veto was its third this year and 
15th since 1970. The Soviet Union has used 
the veto 110 times in the Security Council, 
the last time in 1974. 


Sherer said the United States opposes 
Angola's U.N. entry at this time because it 
is not convinced the former Portuguese 
colony meets U.N. Charter requirements as 
a “peaceloving state.” 


Proff of this, he said, is the “continuing 
presence and apparent influence of Cuban 
troops — massive in number" in Angola. 


The United States also was irked by 
rejection of its requests to postpone the 
Angolan application until mid-August — 
after the political conventions. Foreign 
policy has become a major issue in the 
rivalry between President Ford and 
R epublican challenger R onald R eagan.
